form of Mary Baker G. Eddy, the dis- 
coverer of Christian Science, who, as 
the world believes, died at her home in 
Newton, Mass., on December 3. 

“Mrs. Eddy is not dead,” said Mrs. 
Bteteon. “As Jesus Christ revealed 
himself on the third day after Nis cru- 
cifixl and later was seen of a com- 
pany “of 500, so Mrs. Eddy will be 
raised from the tomb and will mani- 
fest herself to all the world in proot 
of her teachings that there is no death.

when the term of Senator Depew ex- 
pires, March 4, 1911. 

As to National Questions, 


In defining his attitude toward na- 
tional questions, Mr. Sheehan declares 
his belief. in. the letter and spirit of 
the platform adopted at the last demo- 
cratic convention. He urges that who- 
ever the democratic party choice is for 
senator, his usefulness as @ plblic of- 


i ficer be not weakened by unjust criti- 


ciem during his candidacy. 

He declares himself in favor ofa ° 
-bena ‘fide downward revision. of the 
tariff, and continues, in part: 

"Trusts and combinations that con- 
trol the necessaries of life and increase 
the cost of living a@re largely the re- 
sult of excessive protective duties: For 
the immediate present that momentous 
question has been removed from the 
domain of politics. 

“If the ._people’s representatives. are 
true to party principles and courage- 
ously perform their duty, and if the 
courts remain faithful to the great 
will cont of the past, new nationalism 
w 
ery. 

Mr. Sheehan says that if the occa- 
sion should arisé for congress to fur- 
ther legislate on the tariff. he . will, } 
if a member of that body, approach 
the “‘solution of the question in the 
spirit of the broadest patriotism, with 
no magter to direct and no purpose 
to serve except the welfare of our 
common country.”

Mr. Sheehan says that though he 
rejoices in the world-wide effort to 
bring about universal peace, until this 
time comes he would heed the old 
Saying, ‘put’ your trust in God and 
keep your powder dry.” 

“I have no patience,” he continues, 
with the senators and representatives 
who have repeatedly submitted to leg- 
islative dictation, and I expect and 
hope the people will have no patience 
with me, in case I become their rep- 
resentative, if at any time I shwuia 
surrender one iota of legislative inde- 
pendence because of legislative com- 
mand o favor.’ 

He concludes: 

“If I am called to service in the na- 
tional senate, my motto will be: ‘Up- 
ward and onward!

TEMPERATURE. BELOW ZERO 
AT THE HIGHEST ALTITUDE 


Army Officers Say Feat Points | 
New Way to Get Soldiers 
Across Mountain Ranges. 
Hubert Latham Barely Es- 
capes Death in an Effort to 
Save a Novice. 


Los Angeles, December 29.—Arch 
Hoxsey, of Pasadena, Cal., holder of 
the world’s aeroplane altitude record— 
11674 Teet—today flew over Mount 
Wilson, the highest peak of the moun- 
tain range that rims the valley in 
which Los Angeles, Pasadena, and the 
towns of the orange belt lie. Under 
ideal weather condition, he soared 
10,005 feet into the sky, and cleared 
the crest of Mount Wilson with 4,200 


feet in spare. 
New Way to Transport Armies. 

Lieutenant Vernon Soller, of Fort 
Whipple, Arizona, and several other 
army officers who are here to see the 
flights, asserted Hoxsey’s performance 
pointed a new way of transporting 
armies across mountain ranges. He 
said that a thousand biplanes could 
transport an army of 10,000 men across 
mountains as high as the Alps in a 
day. 

Hoxsey ‘used: ‘a Wright biplane, 
equipped for passenger service, and he 
made the journey from the fleld to a 
point beyond the mountains in One 
hour and twenty minutes. The dis- 
tance is estimated at thirty-four mui.eg. 

News of his success was flashed to 
the aviation fleld by telephone from 
the Carnegie Solar observatory on 
Mount Wilson, directly above which 
the aviator soared, Hoxsey said that, 
it was fearfully cold, and is cértain | 
that if he had had a recdrding ther- 
mometer with him, it would have 
shown the temperature of the uppe1’ 
altitude to be far below sero. 

Hubert Latham Near Death. 

Just before the close of the after- 
noon’s events, the crowd got another 
thrill by an accident which nearly re- 
sulted in the death of Hubert Latham, 
the French aeroplane expert, who 
made a valiant attempt to save Glenn 
Martin, a California novice, when the 
latter lost control of his machine, and 
was blown into a fence by a Zv-mile 
wind. 

After successfully negotiating the 
course once, Martin wis blown far to 
the south of the field, where he nar- 
rowly escaped disaster several times 
among the thigh wires and trees. By 
skillful maneuvering of his machine 
he finally tacked *back to the course, 
and the crash came as he was trying to 
make a landing. 

Dashed Into Wire Fence. 

Two or three thousand men and 
women were within a few feet of him 
when he dashed into the wire fence 
just in front of the grand stand. La- 
tham was in front of the,judge’s box 
when Martin brought ‘his’ machine to 
earth. 

Latham saw the danger, and rush- 
ing out, caught hold of the machine 
and desperately tried: to turn it away 
from the fence, but miscalculated its 
speed, and was dashed to the ground. 
The running gear of the machine, 
which weighs 900 pounds, missed La- 
tham’s face only by a few inches, and 
Martin and his biplane sped into the 
fence with force enough to break he 
iron posts upon which the wire was 
stretched. Martin was hurled over the 
fence, but was unhurt.

The best two American reo- 
ords before Hoxsey’s splendid flight 
were ose of J. Armstrong Drexel, 
made at Philadelphia November 23, 
9,970 fect, and that of the late Ralph 
Johnstone, made at Belmont park Oc- 
tober 31, 9,714 feet. Drexel’s mark 
was not allowed officially, the asser-

Gathering Dismembered Bodies. 

Those of the workmen who were 
not killed outright were either seri- 
Ously iniured or dazed by the shock. 
Physicians, ambulances and automo- 
Biles were rushed from this city to the 
lake and the injured men were hurried 
to the . »spital there.

Owing to the rainy weather of the 
past few days, harvesting the crop 
was delayed until this afternoon. In

the local papers a large number of 
men reported for work at the lake to- 
day, although all of the company’s 
regular employees were on the scene. 

Work was not begun immediately, 
as tools had to be prepared and the 
men given instructions as to their 
duties. While waiting for the sum- 
mons to begin active operations on the 
ice and while most of the men were 
either inside the boiler house to keep 
warm, or near the building, the boil- 
er burst, with a terrific noise and a 
Shock which was noticed for miles. 

Human Bodies Hurled in Air. 

The boiler house was demolished 
and pieces of the boiler, timbers and 
human bodies were hurled through 
the air. One body was blown a dis- 
tance of 200 feet and another 150 feet. 
The cylinder of the boiler was found 
in a tree on the edge of the lake, 
more than 100 feet away. 

The ice house is about two miles 
outside of Pittsfield. Consequently 
it was some time before word of the 
disaster. reached this city. Doctors 
were rushed to the scene at once to 
give first aid to the injured and all 
of the ambulances were dispatched to 
the lake. The ambulance service, 
however, was totally inadequate to 
care for the dead and injured, and au- 
tomobiles were used to aid in the 
work of assisting the injured and re- 
moving them to the hospital. 

Boiler Had Been Inspected. 

The Morewood Lake Ice Company 
is now owned by Shand & Leshure. 
Mr. Shand said today that the boiler 
was inspected during the summer by 
an inspector of the state police, who 
ordered certain changes. These 
changes were made, according to Mr, 
Shand, and yesterday a test of the 
Water guage showed that instrument 
to be in perfect condition. William 
Dunn, one of the men who was. killed, 
Was in charge of the boiler today. 
He was an experienced engineer. 

The boiler was used in furnishing 
the power to drag the cakes of ice up 
the inclines into the ice storage 
houses.

“The practice in the senate offers 
no safe guide for the house. In the 
first place the presiding officer of 
the senate represents the executive 
branch of the government and ought 
not to have the influence over legisla- 
tion that the power to organize the 
senate would give him. In the next 
place, the senate is less than one- 
fourth the size of the house and its 
organization through a committee is a 
much simpler affair than organizing 
the house in that way would be. In 
addition to all this ‘bossism’ and ‘czar- 
ism’ in the senate has been much 
more pronounced than in the house, 
with the difference that the speaker 
of the house is an officer recognized 
by the constitution while the ‘boss’ of 
the senate is unknown to the consti- 
tution ang subject to none of its 
limitations.

A TWO-EDGED QUESTION. | 


In a communication published elsewhere, a well-known railroad 
attorney of Georgia, whose name is withheld at his own request, 
protests vigorously against charging the railroads with their un- 
reasonable mileage book rule, and asks The Constitution if it knows 
that the railroad commission of Georgia is officially responsible for 
that rule, and then adds: 

“Why don’t you jump on the railroad commission and not the 
railroads?” | | 

The question is pertinent—but it is two-edged! 

The Constitution is fully aware of the authority by which the 
railroads enforce the present arbitrary rule. 

In its issue of December 27, two days prior to the date of our 
correspondent’s letter, the full facts were published in this paper. 

_ They were set forth under a two-column headline on the edi- 
torial page of that date, as follows: “Holds Commission Responsible 
for the Mileage Regulation.” 

The substance of the statement was that the special attorney 
of the commission had, in April of 1909, handed down the opinion 
that the present ruling was not only inherently reasonable, but that 
its sanction by the commission made it officially reasonable to the 
extent that failure to comply would justify the carrier in “expell- 
ing” a passenger from a train. | 

Waiving, for the moment, the commission’s part in the trans- 
action— 

If a railroad representative has reached the point where he pro- 
tests against the railroads being held responsible for this rule, is it 
not fair to assume— 

That the railroads may now be convinced of the unreasonable- 
ness of the mileage book rule and are willing to abrogate it, if the 
commission will reconsider its original sanction? : 

It is true there is no stich direct intimation in the letter quoted. 

But would there be an effort to divert responsibility for the 
rule, if there were not, in the same quarter, a realization of the rule's 
injustice and unpopularity? 

Therefore— pe. 

If the only obstacle in the way of the rule’s revocation is the 
consent of the railroad commission of Georgia, the remedy is simple, 

All that is necessary’ is for the railroads to go before the com- 
mission, with representatives of their protesting patrons, and ask 
reconsideration. 

If the commission refuses—then that is another question. In 
the meantime, the placing of responsibility will have been simplified. 

It must be remembered that the commission did not originate 
this mileage book ruling. 

That plan came from the railroads, whose representatives sub- 
mitted it to the commission, and the commisison authorized its 1n- 
auguration and enforcement. eye 

We are not now prepared to state whether the commission has 
undergone a change of heart—or judgment. . 

We do know the simplest way to determine that matter is far 
the railroads, if they have undergone a change of heart, to put the 
test up to the commission. ek 

If the railroads follow this course, their most captious critics 
cannot require more of them. ee 

The rule is senseless, illogical. It rouses the ire of every patron 
brought into contact with it. It creates endless inconvenience, puts 
2 burden upon depot ticket agents, and robs the traveling public of 
hundreds of hours daily. All this to enforce a rule that the great 
railroad systems of the north regard as superfluous, unfair and un- 
reasonable. : . 

The traveling public is not going to tolerate this causeless re- 
striction longer! If the railroads—-as we courageously hope—-now 
realize their mistake, the manliest course they can follow 1s to— 

Go before the commission and ask authority for rescinding the 
mileage book rule. 

That course will put the RAILROADS right with the public. 
i. will also obviate necessity of further quibble regarding upon 
whom “lambasting” for self-evidént outrage should be visited. 

The question is coming before the commission—there 1s no 
doubt about that! How much more graceful would it be, therefore, 
for the railroads to do it than to have the complaint made by the vic- 
tims of the foolish regulation against which the whole state has risen 


in protest!

Embracing the most imposing array 
of talent ever gathered to address and 
convention in the south, the program 
ofthe Southern Commercial Congress 
meeting which will be held here the 
middle of Match, has been announced.

On 
account of the trouble with the heat- 
ing plants at Luckle, Pryor, W. F. Sla- 
ton and North avenue. schools, he 
recommends the replacing of the pres- 
ent plants with suitable machinery, 
with a proper system of heat regula- 
tion. 
Mr. Slaton's Report. 
The report in part is as follows: 


Our schools include many noble, 
scholarly and excellent teachers, whose 
lives are a benediction to the-children, 
the parents, the taxpayers and geciety 
at large. Such teachers deserve the 
highest commendation for unselfish 
toil, unceasing care and uncomplain- 
ing loyalty to the schools. 

We also have need of greater 
strength in our teaching force. The 
city is entitled to the best results for 
the money it expends on salaries for 
the protection and promotion. of the 
interests of the children and of so- 
ciety at large. We cannot secure ex- 
pert school teaching and supervision 
without adequate salartes. 

Departments. 

Under the management of Dr. Rob- 
ert G. Stephens, the medica] inspector, 
and his three assistants the depart- 
ment of medical inspection is accom- 
Plishing good results. It is impos- 
sible for him without additiona] as- 
sistance to complete the rounds of the 
schools in less than once about every 
three years. He needs at least one 
additional male and two additional] fe- 

ale assistants. 

Dr. Theo Toepel and his assistant 
are doing an admirable work in the 
department of physica] culture, physi- 
Ology and hygiene. 

Professor B. C. Davis and his as- 
Sistants are enthusiastic and success- 
ful in teaching the principles of music. 

It has been necessary to elect teach- 
ers without preparation in the depart- 
ment of drawing to instruct public 
school children in drawing, and conse 
quently additiona} labor in afternoon 
and Saturaay normal classes has been 
needed to qualify a part of our teach- 
ing force. It is easy to lessen friction 
in this department by requiring a 
lower standard of work and by inflict- 
ing loss upon the children. In my 
opinion, the children are entitled to 
expert teaching in this as in other de- 
partments, ang teachers should know 
this department before election or be 
required to learn it afterward. Miss 
Elizabeth M. Getz, the director of this 
department, has been heroic, con- 
scientious avd courteous in her work 

The system of afternoon and Satur- 
day and summer normal schools has 
been a vast benefit to our schools. 
Without such a System our schools 
would have been a dismal] failure. Of 
the present force of officers, teachers 
directors, assistant directors and su- 
pernumaries, numbering 496, 457 are 
actual teachers and 26 supernumeraries. 
In other words, in the [fast three years 
and a half our actual increase in the 
rahe of teachers is 152 and direc- 
ors 6. 


High Schools. 


The Girls’ High school has grown 
so rapidly because of its efficiency 
and the increase of the population of 
the city that it was necessary to re- 
move the business department and 
give it a separate building. That de- 
partment possesses an excellent 
curriculum asd is destined to grow 
more rapidly because of the improve- 
ment of its conditions. In my judg- 
ment, its curriculum should be broad- 
ened by the addition of cooking, sew- 
ing, cutting and fitting, as in like in- 
stitutions in progressive cities. In my 
opinion, no young lady is thoroughly 
educated without the practical. knowl- 
edge of this broadened curriculum. 
The department needs a new building 
and site commensurate with its dig- 
nity and necessity. 

The removal of the Technological 
High school to @ separate building and 
lot has. given a new impetus to that 
magnificent institution. The dttend- 
ance has increased nearly 50 per cent. 
That school is in urgent need of a 
building adapted to its purposes. 

The bysiness department of the 
Boys’ High school needs an additional 
instructor. The graduates of this 
department are so well taught and 
trained that they secure from $50 to 
$100 a month soon after graduation, 
I hope that the council will appro- 
priate enough money to increase the 
number of the faculty and to enlarge 
the grounds. 

The four years’ course of the Boys’ 
High school will prepare its graduates 
to enter the colleges in higher classes 
and better equipped. The good work 
done in this school is gratifying to the 
city. 

The Growth of Our Schools. 


The enrollment of our schools in the 
scholastic year 1906-7 was 15,988 for 
31 schools and 325 teachers. In the 
scholastic year 1909-10 we had 49 
schools, 20,102 enrollment, and 429 
teachers. In the scholastic year 1910- 
1911 we have now 50 schools with an 
enrollment for the scholastic year esti- 
mated at 21,500, with actually 457 
teachers. In other words, since June, 
1907, there has been an increase of 19 
schools in our system, 5412 children 
enrolled and 132 teachers. The annual 
increase in the enroliment of chiidren 
has been from 1,200 to 1,500.

This scholastic ar we shall con- 
struct ten new Aldings, and next 
scholastic year two additional build- 
ings, all with the $600,000 bond issue. 
When these buildings are all com- 
pleted, Atlanta may expect a strong 
demand for more school houses. This 
$600,000 given to the schools from the 
bond commission will scarcely meet 
present demands, but our thinking 
men and women should remember that 
our embarrassment is the penalty of 
the rapid growth of the city. 

Recommendations Made. 

Superintendent Slaton made a num- 
ber of recommendations for the im- 
provement of the pubiic school sys- 
tem, among them the following: The 
erection of a school building on the 
Adair lot in Bennie Brae, in the near 
future; a public lecture fund for the 
benefit of the teachers; the addition to 
the school system of the Girls’ Night 
School; a more general use of the 
school buildings as sociaicenters. He 
mentions the need of several new 
school buildings for negroes; says 
that the school lots should be prop- 
erly graded, and shade trees planted; 
calls -attention to the increasing de- 
mand for-the use of the school yards 


as*playgrounds; and mentions the fact 
that the city may soon have to pro- 
vide for the education of the deaf and 
dumb. He concludes his report with 
an acknowledgemu:ut of the services 
of Assistant Superintendent Landrum, 
and with thanks to the president and 
the members of the board for their / 
assistance.

DEATH OF CAPT. BEALL; 
WELL KNOWN IN ATLANTA 


Captain A. J. Beall, familiar to his 
many friends in Atlanta as “Hick” 
Beall, who recently died in Charlotte, 
N. C., was well-known in this city, 
and besides visiting here frequently, 
lived here for a time for several years 
after the war. 

The Charlotte News says of him: 

“Captain Beall was born September 
12, 1844, near Dalton, Ga. He spent all 
of his life in Georgia until two years 
after his marriage when he came to 
Charlotte. Throughout his long resi- 


dence here—since 1877—he was es- 
teemed as one of. the city’s best and 
most valued citizens. In all points he 
was a gentleman. His escutcheon was | 
unstained. 

“Captain Beall volunteered as a/' 
soldier in the confederate army when 
he was 17 years of age. He was a 
member of Company B, Third Georgia 
regiment. Captain Beajl was wounded 
twice, in the same place, at the battie 
of Chickamauga, the second wound be- 
ing received two hours after the. first. 

“In 1875, Captain Beall was married: 
to Miss Amanda Davidson, daughter of 
the late Mr. and Mrs. A. B: Davidson, 
of this city. Mrs.*Beall and five chil- 
dren survive. Captain Beall was a life- 
long member of the Presbyterian 
chur 7h. 

“Captain Beall was for two years 
agent of the C. C. & A. R.—from 
1877 to "80. Later he engaged in the 
commission business, and later trav- 
eled for the Royal Arcanum. He was 
an active and devoted member of

Big Gathering to Attend 
T. Pp. A. Meeting. 


Public Invited to the Meeting 
of the Association on Satur- 
day---James Bedell Gives In- 
stance of Hardship Worked 
by Rule. 


Responding to the call issued by 
Secretary J. H. Andrews, of Post B, of 
the Travelers’ Protective Association, 
more commercial travelers than ever 
assembled in one place before will be 
in attendance at the meeting of the 
association to be held Saturday eve- 
ning in the Piedmont hotel. 

There is ope question of common 
interest which brings the traveling 
men together and that is, the repeal 
of the rule of the railroads of the state 
whioh requires that holders of mileage 
books shell exchange their mileage for 
a ticket at railroad stations. 


Interest Is increased. 


Following the visit of W. O. Hud- 
son, national president of the agsocia- 
tion, and his declaration that the na- 
tional association will back the Geor- 
gia division to the limit in the fight 
on the mileage rule, the interest in the 
fight has been increased tenfold. 

Secretary Andrews Thursday sen 
word throughout the state to all com- 
mercial travelers to gather in Atlanta 
Saturday night to be in attendance 
upon the meeting and to organize 
against the custom of the railroads in 
refusing to permit conductors to pull 
mileage on the trains and thereby forc- 
ing holders of mileage books to ex- 
change mileage for a ticket at rail- 


j road stations. 


The response from the traveling men 
of the state indicates that they will 
be here in unusually large numbers. 
But not only will the traveling men 
be present. The mileage rule affects 
all who use the mileage books, and 
since the meetings of the association 
are open to the public every indication 
points to the attendance of numerous 
Other persons throughout the state 
who have been subjected to the nuis- 
ance of exchanging mileage for a 
ticket at railroad stations. 

Another powerful protest against 
the mileage rule comes from James 
W. Bedell, of Atlanta, one of the best 
known and most successful traveling 
men out of Atlanta. 

A short while ago Mr.. Bedell board- 
ed—or prepared to board—a train out 
of Jacksonville to Palatka. He was a 
traveling man and he was in a hurry. 
Also, he had a mileage book in his 
pocket. 


He Missed Three Stops. 


Well, it came to pass that Mr. Bedell 
went to the ticket office 20 minutes 
before train time. Seeing that the line 
of ticket purchasers was so deep that 
he would never get his mileage ex- 
changed for a ticket in time to check 
his baggage, Mr. Bedell hurried to 
the baggage room and in order to 
hurry things along he offered the bag- 
gage man $6 extra if he would check 
his baggage on his mileage book. 
There was nothing doing. 

Mr. Bedell then hurried back to the 
ticket window in the effort to wet a 
ticket. It was then 4 minutes \ unti] 
time for his train to leave. 

And the result was that his train left 
long before he could possibly have ex- 
changed his mileage for a ticket and 
he missed three stops on that day be- 
cause of the mileage rule of the rail- 
roads which requires that traveling 
men and all others holding mileage 
books which they have bought and 
paid for, shall exchange the mileage 
for tickets at railroad stations.

Founding of Hospital. 

After. the invocation had been pro- 
nounced by Rev. W. L. Lingle, the 
opening address was delivered by Mr. 
Martin, who is trustee and president 
of the training school for nurses. Mr. 
Martin told about the founding of the 
hospital in 1890, just after the death 
of Atlanta’s beloved citizen, Henry W. 
Grady. He spoke of the progress made 
then by the institution, of the 
addition. of the children’s ward and 
the maternity ward. He told of the 
vast amount of good the hospital had 
accomplished for the city, it having 
eared for 81,200 cases since its es- 
tablishment. 

Mayor Maddox, who spoke at the 
conclusion of Mr. Martin’s address, 
said that Grady hospital was a fitting 
tribute to the memory of “one who 
died loving a nation into peace.’ He 
reviewed the founding of the hospital, 
how Mr. Hirsch had called together a 
number of the city’s influential men; 
how, with the support of these gen- 
tlemen, he had raised the $100,000 nec- 
essary to construct the hospital, which 
was finally completed in 1902. Mr. 
Maddox then spoke of the need of a 
home for the nurses. “After the com- 
pletion of this new building, the next 
and most needed addition is a home 
for the nurses. It is estimated that 
when this new building is in full oper- 
ation the hospital as a whole will re- 
quire about forty nurses; their quar- 
ters are now entirely inadequate and 
uncomfortable, and it is hoped that 
the city will soon be able to supply 
this much needed building. 

“If everyone,” concluded the mayor, 
‘who has been benefited by this splen- 
did charity since it first opened its 
doors to the pain-stricken city could 
bring a stone for this structure as a 
tribute of their appreciation, it would 
tower above our monuments of marble 
and steel and mount high toward 
heaven, whence came the inspiration 
of its founders.”

RATHER DIE POOR IN GEORGIA 
THAN LIVE IN NEW YORK STYLE 


Athens, Ga. December 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The first name on the list of 
approved pensiong for Clarke county, 
under the new law, was that of Lewis 
Cook, a crippled and grizzled soldier 
of the sixties, who lives in bachelor 
quarters over The Banner office and 
who recently refused a home with his 
three sons and wife in New York, giv- 
ing as his reason that he had ‘rather 
die in Georgia and be buried on his 
lot in an Atlanta cemetery than to 
live in style in the American metropo- 
lis." He has had a remarkable career. 

At the beginning of the war he was 
serving an apprenticeship with G. W. 
Wolcott at Albany, Ga., who was a 
manufacturer. Wolcott went out with 
the Fourth Georgia and left Cook in 
charge with plenty of material, but 
no operatives to run the business for 
the confederacy. Young Cook was 
given twenty-four hours in which to 
make with his own hands, with one 
assistant, a thousand tin canteens and 
a like number of camp kettles for the 
regiment. All Saturday night he 
worked, having never actually made 
with his own hands either of the ves- 


sels in his life before. 

At noon Sunday he had the thou- 
sand each of canteens and kettles and 
an additional thousand tin cups 
ranged along the side of the Albany 
street, ready for the boys to march 
by and take their outfit. 

He saw service from the first to the 
last of the four years’ war. The last 
year he was tax man at Valdosta, 
collecting government tax for the con- 
federacy—in cotton, corn, molasses and 
other produce. Davis and his cabinet 
were at Valdosta.

KEEP ROADS C000 
F YOU WANT By 0 


That Is the Notice Sent Out 
by General P. V. 
DeGraw. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, December 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Roads and bridges over which 
rural free delivery routes operate, 
must be Kept in good condition or the 
service will be “*scontinued, and post- 
masters are im ected to familiarize 
themselves with the condition of roads 
over which routes originating from 
their offices follow. Such is the sub- 
stance of a letter being sent ou tby P. 
V. De Graw, fourth assistant post- 
master general. 

The advantages of maintaining good 
roads are thus presented in practical 
tangible form by the nw Charged 
with the supervision of the rural de- 
livery service. 

“The department is not immediately 
concerned in elaborate road improve- 
ments,’ says Mr. De Graw; “but in the 
interest of the best serviie to the 
largest number of patrons it must in- 
sist upon roads being kept in good 
repair.” 

Partly as the result of continual in- 
sistence by the postoffice department, 
there has been a great improvement 
in highways. Postmasters are urged 
to keep posted as to the condition of 
roads, and keep the matter before the 
patrons of the office and the local road 
authorities, so that improvements may 
be kept up. 

If a road requires improvement, and 
it is not made within a reasonable 
time, the fact is to be reported to 
the department, and action taken look- 
ing to the discontinuance of the mail 
service on such route. 

Another recommendation of the post- 
office department is to paint all rural 
delivery boxes and the posts on which 
the boxes are placed a pure white 
color. The idea is to give a uniform 
color and identify these boxes in all 
parts of the country as United States 
mail boxes. If painted white the boxes 
and posts will not only present a neat- 
er appearance, says Mr. De Graw, but 
will be protected from damage by the 
weather. 

The posts wpon which boxes are 
placed may be used as sign boards, 
and the local road authorities are 
urged to paint upon the posts the 
names of the towns and villages to 
which the road leads. This is espe- 
cially important at cross roads. 

The kind of post approved by the de- 
partment is one in which an arm is at- 
tached to an upright, the arm being 
braced to make it more secure. Or a 
bracket of band iron may be used. 
The posts should be placed at an 15s- 
ily-accessible position by the side of 
the road.

CombineAsk Clemency. 


They Want Government to Im- 
pose Fines Instead of Jail 
Sentences, but Wickersham, 
It Is Said, Wants to Send 
Them to Prison. 


Washington, December 29.—Pleas 
for clemency, it is reported, will be 
made to the department of justice by 
the indicted members of the so-called 
“bath tub’ trust through their at- 
torneys, at a conference here tomor- 
row. Frank H. Watson, United States 
attorney at Detroit, where the in- 
dictments were found, has been noti- 
fied to be present. 

Two or three days ago some of the 
defendants appeared in court in De- 
troit, pleaded not guilty and asked to 
reserve the right t¢ ch@upe insi7 
pleas. Attorney General Wickersham 
gave personal instructions that if such 
reservations were to be made, the time 
in which the plea might be changed 
must be limited. The court fixed Jan- 
uary 3 as the last day in which such 
action could be taken. The confer- 
ence arranged for tomorrow was one 
of the results. 

It is said that lawyers for some 
of the indicted ones have advised their 
clients to plead “nolle contenderre” 
in the hope.of having a court impose 
fines and not jail sentences. There 
is the highest authority for saying 
that no such compromise will be ac- 
cepted by the department of justice.

Pure food inspectors who sampled 
the paste said an analysis showed it 
contained five hundred million wun- 
healthful bacteria to the cubic centi- 
meter. 

It is said the paste is made of the 
leavings after the pulp has been 
squeezed dry in the manufacture of 
catsup. The dry pulp is then mashed 
into powdered form and canned.

POTASHCONTROVERSY 
MAINS. UNSETTLED 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
‘Washington, December 29.—(Special.) 
Inquiry at the bureau of foreign trade 
relations of the state department this 
afternoon elicited the information that 
no policy has been agreed upon by the 
administration as yet with regard to 
the potash controversy with Germany. 
The matter is still pending before the 
president. 

The New York Sun, in an editorial 
this morning, warns the administra-~ 
tion against bringing on a tariff war 
with Germany, and urges it to proceed 
with the utmost caution, saying: 

“It does not appear that these Amer- 
ican buyers were entirely innocent vic- 
tims. They entereq into contracts for 
quantities of potash on an agreed-upon 
price basis with at least some know!- 
edge of:possible future condition. _Ger- 
man denial, of discrimination seems to 
be fully supported by.the facts, and 
the affair appears to be a traders’ quar- 
rel about prices under a contract.” 

The editorial concludes’ with a re- 
minder:of the vast interests unrelated 
to potash that would be affected by a 
tariff. war and: the resultant increase 
in prices of cotton stockings and 
gloves, cotton laces, ruchings, furs and 
embroideries that we now import from 
Germany. ‘ 

It was learned here today. that be- 
ginning January 1,,the tax money col- 
lected by the German government, and 
which has heretofore been held in 
escrow pending a possible settlement 
of the controversy, will be turned into 
the government treasury, and. reg- 
ularly . vceafter.
